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FIRE  RULES 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  bum,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires,  home 
incinerators,  outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden 
is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  —  are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use  ash 
trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to  extinguish  it.

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

First  of  all,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Towns  People  for  their 
Co-operation  and  patience  during  the  past  winter  and  for  their 
assistance  and  to  the  Road  Crew,  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
help. 

During  the  year  all  roads  were  dragged  and  scraped  several 
times.  Culverts  and  turnouts  cleaned,  leaves  removed.  Old 
trees  and  brush  cut  and  burned  on  several  roads. 

Culverts  replaced  or  relaid  where  necessary. 

Town  Road  Aid  funds  were  expended  on  road  from  Brooks 
drive  to  Golf  Club.  Corner  at  Boker  residence  widened,  trees 
cut,  stones  and  stumps  removed.  Gravelled  road,  with  oil 
dressing  to  be  applied  next  spring. 

Road  built  from  Old  Marlboro  road  to  Stone  Pond.  Should 
have  additional  drainage  and  more  gravel  another  year. 

Tarred  and  patched  roads  except  two  miles  which  should  be 
done  next  spring.   Chloride  applied  where  needed. 

Cut  trees,  removed  stumps  and  stones  from  corner  beyond 
Pierce  toad  to  Taplin  road,  also  widened  and  gravelled  same.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

This  past  year,  I  have  patrolled  all  roads,  and  main  highways 
in  the  Town  of  Dublin;  also  checked  property  of  Dublin 
residents  as  protection  against  vandalism. 

Two  breaks  are  still  under  investigation  by  myself.  Trooper 
Smith,  and  the  Sheriff's  Dept.,  as  similar  breaks  have  occurred  in 
surrounding  towns,  and  believed  to  be  the  work  of  a  gang. 
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There  have  been  several  unavoidable  accidents  due  to 
hazardous  conditions  of  the  roads.  Nine  arrests  have  been  taken 
into  Jaffrey  Court  for  careless  and  negligent  driving,  twenty- 
two  accidents  have  been  filed  in  Concord. 

House  calls  are  confidential,  and  are  of  no  interest,  only  to 
those  involved  in  their  own  personal  problems. 

I  have  working  with  me  two  Special  Officers,  Arthur  Raja- 
niemi,  and  Clio  Pinney,  who  are  interested  in  the  woi'k.  We 
have  attended  the  Peace  Officers  Association  meetings  this  past 
year,  which  have  had  speakers,  movies,  F.B.I.  Agents,  on 
motor  vehicle  laws,  state  and  county  laws,  all  of  which  ai'e  both 
beneficial  and  educational. 

I  recently  have  been  made  Chairman  of  the  Dublin  Citizens 
Traffic  Safety  Council,  which  I  find  very  interesting,  and  think 
it  will  be  a  great  help  in  the  future  for  our  younger  drivers. 
Through  this  council,  our  town  can  get  literature  for  our  School, 
safety  posters  and  signs. 

This  year  we  got  new  uniforms,  since  our  appearance  and 
character  are  important  to  ourselves  as  well  as  our  Town,  also 
one  used  siren  and  red  light,  for  our  safety  as  well  as  that  of  the 
public.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

Additional  burial  space  in  the  cemetery  is  possible  in  only  two 
directions — toward  the  east  end  and  the  south  side. 

Adjoining  land  on  which  the  John  Mason  icehouses  were 
located  is  town  property.  The  cemetery  wall  on  the  north  side 
could  be  continued  to  include  this  icehouse  plot,  the  land  cleared 
filled  and  made  useable. 

Mrs.  Prince  has  expressed  willingness  to  convey  to  the  town, 
for  cemetery  use,  her  land  between  the  east  wall  of  the  burial 
ground  and  the  road  leading  to  Oscar  Sewell's  residence.  In- 
cluded, also,  would  be  her  additional  tract  adjoining  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  cemetery.  A  nominal  sum  for  the  land  would 
be  acceptable  to  her. 

Continuing  along  the  south  side  from  Mrs.  Prince's  land  to 
the  main  entrance  avenue,  a  tract  two  or  more  rods  wide  could 
be  cleared,  filled  and  made  desirable. 

With  this  suggested  new  space  combined  with  that  which  is 
already  available,  the  towns  burial  requirements  would  be 
cared  for  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  this  work  might  be  extended  over 
a  considerable  length  of  time  so  that  no  gi'eat  outlaj^  would  be 
necessary  during  any  one  year. 

Compared  to  the  problem  of  locating  suitable  new  ground  for 
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a  second  town  cemetery  and  properly  developing  it,  the  pro- 
posal mentioned  would  be  much  less  expensive  and  seems  likely 
to  be  more  acceptable  to  our  townspeople,  who  have  a  senti- 
mental regard  for  the  two  centuries  old  burying  ground,  said 
by  many  visitors  to  have  the  most  beautiful  setting  of  anj^ 
cemetery  in  New  England.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  CEMETERY 

There  were  fourteen  burials  in  our  cemetery  during  the  year 
1958;  an  unusually  large  number — four  were  cremations. 

Work  on  the  new  section  toward  the  lake  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  it  is  now  well  grassed.  Additional  loam  was  spread 
last  fall  over  some  of  the  filled  area  which  had  previously  re- 
ceived only  a  very  thin  coating  of  soil. 

More  than  two  dozen  ornamental  shade  trees,  flowering 
shrubs  and  clusters  of  ferns  were  set  out  in  the  new  part  during 
early  summer.  Several  Colorado  blue  spruce,  mountain  ash,  a 
hawthorn  tree,  purple  lilacs,  meadow  pinks  and  a  variety  of 
small  plants  were  provided  through  the  generous  financial  con- 
tributions of  Mrs.  Mauran,  Mrs.  King,  Mrs.  Campbell  and  Mr. 
George  Davis. 

A  mixture  of  crushed  stones  and  gi^avel  was  applied  to  sec- 
tions of  the  roadway  extending  through  the  cemetery  from  the 
south  to  the  north  gate.  Two  new  posts  were  provided  to  take 
the  place  of  the  decayed  ones  at  the  north  gateway. 

The  long  desired  water  supply  was  installed  during  the  late 
summer  with  two  outlets  on  high  ground.  A  plastic  pipe  ex- 
tends through  the  culvert  under  the  highway  into  the  lake  and 
an  electric  pump  and  pressure  tank,  housed  within  a  shelter 
inside  the  cemetery  wall,  carries  the  water  to  a  higher  level 
through  the  pipe  buried  six  inches  under  the  surface.  It  is  a 
perfect  working  system  to  which  additional  pipe  and  outlets 
can  be  attached  and  extended  if  desired.  Course  of  the  pipe  is 
indicated  by  small  aluminum  markers  placed  flush  with  the 
ground  at  convenient  intervals. 

Ten  more  sets  of  numbered  markers  have  been  secured  to  be 
used  at  the  corners  of  lots  sold.

She  continues,  "Every  time  you  read  aloud  to  the  child,  every 
time  you  introduce  new  story  book  friends,  every  time  you  pay 
a  visit  to  the  library  or  read  books  of  your  own,  you  are  exerting 
an  influence  on  the  child's  reading." 

Library  hours  are  from  two  thirty  until  five  o'clock  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUBLIN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

From  April  15th  to  December  12th,  last,  the  Department  an- 
swered twelve  calls.  Five  of  them  were  for  grass  fires  and  four  for 
chimney  fires.  The  remaining  three  were  of  miscellaneous  origin. 

The  company  was  called  out  once  last  summer  to  aid  in 
finding  a  person  lost  on  Monadnock. 

A  much  needed  Collapsible  Stainless  Steel  Stretcher  was  added 
to  our  equipment  during  the  year,  the  first  ever  owned  by  the 
Company.  A  new  Portable  Radio  and  a  Second  Mobile  Two-way 
Unit  were  purchased,  which  will  enable  us  to  more  quickly  and 
efficiently  handle  all  fires. 

The  resuscitator  was  completely  overhauled  and  put  in  first- 
class  working  condition.  Instructions  for  its  use  were  demonstrated 
by  Fire  Chief  Messer  of  the  Keene  Department  through  an  invi- 
tation extended  by  the  local  Chief. 

Through  a  Mutual  Aid  System  an  excellent  working  setup 
has  been  arranged  with  the  Departments  of  all  surrounding  towns 
in  case  of  fire.  Most  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  towns  in  this 
area  are  members  and  it  was  a  privilege  to  have  Mr.  Robert  Calla- 
han, Secretary  of  the  Tri-Statc  Mutual  Aid  System,  explain  to  our 
members  the  working  of  this  system.  Mr.  Callahan  is  a  member 
of  the  Keene  Fire  Department. 

A  check  on  all  radio  units  throughout  this  entire  system  is 
made  at  eleven  o'clock  every  Sunday  morning  throughout  the 
year.  Anyone  interested  in  its  working  is  welcome  at  the  Dublin 
Fire  Station. 

At  present,  thirty-one  officers  and  members  constitute  the  Dub- 
lin Fire  Department.  Our  Dance  last  summer  netted  $218.50.  To 
the  Ladies  Guild  for  their  donation  of  $10.25,  proceeds  from  a 
card  party,  our  thanks  are  returned.  A  complete  expense  account 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

To  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  who  have  faith- 
fully served;  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  whose  fine  co-operation 
has  been  most  helpful,  and  to  the  interested  citizens  of  our  town, 
I  v.'isli  to  express  sincere  thanks.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Dublin, 
New  Hampshire,  as  of  December  31,  1958  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Scope  of  the  Examination 

Explanatory  comments  on  the  major  balance  sheet  items 
follow: 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  bank-Treasufer-$34, 994-97.  Cash  in 
bank  was  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  balance 
per  bank  statement  was  confirmed  by  corresponding  directly 
with  the  depository. 

Taxes  Receivable-'$7, 119.35.  The  uncollected  agreed  with  the 
collector's  detailed  listing.  Approximately  75%  of  the  out- 
standing property  taxes  were  verified  by  corresponding  directly 
with  the  taxpayers. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund-$  198.84.  Interest  received  amounted 
to  $7.70.  This  fund  is  in  the  custody  of  the  trustees  of  trust 
funds. 
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Due  to  School  Department-$33,805.00.  The  balance  due  to 
the  school  department  was  computed  as  follows:

Revenues  and  Appropriations 

The  receipts  as  shown  by  the  records  were  verified  from  the 
remitter  in  so  far  as  practicable.  The  total  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements as  reflected  in  the  Selectmen's  books  agreed  with 
those  recorded  in  the  treasurer's  books.  An  inspection  of  vouch- 
ers and  cancelled  checks  indicated  that  the  disbursements  were 
supported  by  invoices  or  other  documents  and  were  being  pro- 
perly recorded. 

Trust  Funds 

The  balance  of  cash  on  deposit  in  the  checking  account  and  in 
the  various  savings  accounts  was  confirmed  to  us  directly  by  the 
depository.  Securities  on  hand  were  inspected  by  us.  We  ex- 
amined brokers  invoices  for  the  purchases  and  sales  of  securities 
and  verified  the  dividends  received. 

The  new  funds,  which  were  brought  into  the  common  fund  on 
a  proportionated  basis  with  the  rest  of  the  fund,  were:

An  additional  $125.00  was  received  for  the  benefit  of  existing 
funds. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  on  common  fund  invest- 
ments was  distributed  to  the  various  funds  included  in  the 
common  fund  on  a  proportionate  basis.  Disbursements  were 
made  to  various  beneficiaries  of  the  trusts  or  for  the  purchase  of 
securities.  The  Town  was  paid  $435.42  as  a  reimbursement  for 
wages  paid  on  cemetery  work.  Cancelled  checks  for  these 
disbursements  were  inspected  by  us.

Before  the  meeting,  the  following  ballot  clerks  were  sworn  in 
by  the  school  district  moderator:  Marion  Latti,  Clio  Pinney  and 
Vivian  Walsh. 

The  moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9:00  a.  m.  The 
number  of  ballots  was  checked  and  the  balloting  for  school 
district  officers  began.  The  moderator  then  read  the  warrant 
and  recessed  the  meeting  until  the  close  of  the  town  meeting. 
The  moderator  stated  that  the  polls  would  remain  open  until 
5:30. 

The  school  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1:30  p.  m.  by  the 
moderator. 

Article  6  was  read.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
salaries  of  the  district  officers  be  as  follows:  Chairman  of  the 
School  Board,  $150.00;  other  two  members,  $75.00;  treasurer, 
$50.00;  clerk,  $15.00;  moderator  $1.25  per  hour,  ballot  clerks 
$1.25  per  hour. 

Motion  amended — auditors'  salaries  each  $10.00  per  year. 
Article  passed. 

Article  7  was  read  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
report  be  accepted  as  printed  and  placed  on  file. 

Article  8  was  passed  over. 
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Article  9  was  read  and  moved  and  seconded  that  the  school 
district  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district  $56,437.00  and 
to  authorize  and  direct  the  school  board  to  apply  against  said 
appropriation  such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the  school  board, 
exclusive  of  state  aid,  and  upon  the  determination  of  the 
amount  of  state  aid  to  be  received  by  the  school  district  during 
the  next  fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  school  board  to 
apply  against  such  appropriation  the  sum  to  be  received  from 
state  aid,  and  with  the  school  district  clerk  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  as  an  assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town 
for  school  purposes.   Article  passed. 

Article  10  was  read.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
school  district  adopt  as  its  school  check  list,  the  town  check 
list  as  provided  in  RSA  197;  12a  as  inserted  by  laws  of  1957, 
chapter  57;  this  provision  to  be  effective  for  the  1959  and 
subsequent  annual  district  meetings.

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B.  School  Program 

The  aim  to  educate  the  whole  child  has  been  foremost  in  the 
curriculum  this  year.  Not  only  has  the  regular  curriculum  been 
stressed  in  the  classroom  and  the  youngsters  encouraged  to  work 
to  their  capacity,  but  their  social  and  physical  growth  has  been 
encouraged. 

The  school  has  sponsored  athletic  teams  for  competition  with 
other  schools  in  this  area.  We  have  had  boys'  teams  in  touch 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball  coached  by  Mr.  Christiansen 
and  Mrs.  Richard  Latti,  while  the  girls  have  had  basketball  and 
Softball  teams  coached  by  Miss  Carolyn  Gilbo.  The  games  are 
usually  played  alter  school  on  school  property.  Our  boys  and 
girls  are  being  exposed  to  good  sportsmanship  attitudes  both  on 
and  off  the  playing  field.  Since  many  of  our  children  are  not 
exposed  to  large  group  physical  competition,  it  is  felt  that  this 
aspect  of  the  school  curriculum  is  an  important  part  of  our 
youngsters'  development. 

We  have  been  fortunate  this  year  to  have,  through  the  gener- 
osity of  Mr.  Charlton  MacVeagh,  a  trampoline  for  school  use. 
Every  youngster  in  the  school  has  received  instruction  and  has 
had  an  opportunity  to  test  his  skill  and  coordination. 

School  dances  have  been  conducted  one  Friday  night  a  month 
in  an  effort  to  encourage  the  pupils  in  Grades  5  through  8, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Christiansen,  to  realize  the  im- 
portance ot  the  social  graces. 

Last  October  the  Iowa  Achievement  Tests  were  administered 
in  Grades  three  through  eight.  These  tests  are  being  used  as 
guides  by  the  teachers  to  determine  what  areas  of  learning  have 
been  mastered  as  well  as  those  needing  more  emphasis.  Many 
children  have  shown  gains  in  their  achievement. 

Open  house  was  observed  during  Education  Week  last  fall, 
at  which  52  parents  were  present  to  confer  with  the  teachers  on 
the  progress  of  their  children.  We  feel  much  was  gained  by 
these  conversations  and  would  like  them  to  continue  at  more 
frequent  intervals. 

Grades  five  and  six  attended  Sargent  Camp  from  March  31  to 
April  5  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Pauline  Jacobs.  The 
children  gain  much  from  this  experience  through  their  study  in 
conservation,  nature  study,  and  forestry. 

The  safety  patrol  system  has  operated  as  in  the  past,  con- 
tributing their  part  toward  the  prevention  of  accidents  There 
are  also  safety  patrolmen  on  each  bus  as  well  as  one  at  the  cross- 
walk on  the  main  road  that  goes  by  the  school. 
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The  annual  Christmas  program  was  held  this  year  before  a 
record  audience  of  300  people.  The  program  included  skits  and 
singing  by  the  children  of  every  grade.  Mrs.  Robert  Sterling 
donated  presents  for  children  up  to  high  school  age. 

The  cafeteria,  operating  under  the  efficient  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Nellie  Crossley,  served  a  total  of  15,000  lunches  during  the 
past  year.  The  teachers  and  staff  wish  to  express  their  ap- 
preciation to  both  Mrs.  Crossley  and  Mrs.  Rajaniemi  for  their 
cooperative  assistance  to  the  school. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  charts  on  school  enrollment 
and  school  census.  Last  June  seven  pupils  were  promoted  to  the 
high  school.  Fifteen  new  youngsters  came  into  the  first  grade. 
According  to  the  current  census  another  group  of  at  least  fifteen 
can  be  expected  in  the  first  grade  next  year.  The  town  should 
be  aware  of  this  probable  increase  and  realize  that  if  this  growth 
continues  there  will  not  be  enough  space  in  the  present  ac- 
comodations for  all  the  students  in  a  few  years. 

We,  the  school  administrators,  wish  to  thank  the  people  who 
helped  to  make  this  a  successful  school  year,  especially  the 
teachers,  the  custodian,  the  school  lunch  people,  and  the  School 
Board.

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PART  VI.  AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 
SPECIAL  REPORTS 

A.  Health 

In  the  four  short  months  as  your  school  nurse,  I  have  but 
httle  to  report  The  provisions  for  the  health  program  in  the 
school  building  are  very  adequate  and  much  appreciated. 

In  September  the  school  doctor  gave  71  pupils  (every  other 
grade)  a  general  physical  examination.  Only  minor  defects  such 
as  teeth,  wax  in  the  ears,  some  skin  conditions  were  found  and 
reported  to  the  parents. 

I  inspected,  weighed,  and  measured  each  pupil  in  the  school 
(104)  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  school. 

In  October  the  pupils  were  given  the  Pure-Tone  Audiometer 
test.  This  test  is  given  to  determine  whether  the  pupil  is  hear- 
ing the  vowels  and  consonants  clearly.  Ninety-one  tests  were 
given  and  no  major  difficulties  were  found.  Only  eight  pupils 
showed  slight  difficulties.  These  could  be  caused  by  colds,  wax 
in  the  ears  or  just  plain  nervousness  These  pupils  will  be  re- 
tested  in  the  spring. 

Two  pupils  were  given  the  T  B.  Patch  test  and  were  found  to 
be  negative.  The  vision  test  will  be  given  this  month — January, 
1959. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  during  these  four  months  has 
been  good.
